IHE third and laſt Cauſe I ſhall alledge, is Impunity. 
Tho' the Laws againſt Fornication and, Adultery, are in 
nany Places either very remiſs, or ill executed, yet the 
read of them keeps the fearful in Awe. The Puniſh 
ment for unnatutal Impurities committed with others, is 
Capital. But the Laws are not the only Thing which vi- 
cious Perſons are afraid of. Some are With-held from 
Proſtitutes by their Covetouſneſs only. Others again ab- 
fiain from Fornication for nothing elſe but the fear of Diſ- 
eaſes, or the having of Children. Laſcivious Widows, 
who underſtand the World, have reaſon to ſcruple ſecond 
Marriages, on many Accounts; ſome love their Liberty 
others their Money 3 and if they value their Reputation, 
they'll not dare to venture on unlawful Embraces ; where- 
as in SELF-PoLLUTION, neither the cautious nor the 
covetous, imagine that they have any thing to fear. 


I T is not eaſie to determine, whether it be more mon- 
Rrous or unaccountable, that rather than commit a Sin be- 
fore others, who would be their Accomplices, and uphold 
them in it, Men ſhould chuſe-to be guilty of a greater be- 
fore God, who has vow'd to revenge it. To ſay that this 
proceeds from Atheiſm, and want of Faith, is contrary 
to Experience, for let us take a thouſand People to task 
that ſhall have all been guilty of this or any other the moſt 
Heinous Crime, and we ſhall hardly find one, but what 
will not only acknowledge a Deity, but likewiſe tell us, 
that he is convinc'd of his Ub:zquity and Omniſcience, his 
Wiſdom, Fuſtice, and Ommipotence, and that he is read y to 
ſubſcribe to every general Article of Chriftianity. What 
can be ſaid of this, is, that Man contradicts himſelf, and 
aQs diredly againfl his own Principle. What could be 
more abſurd, in human Affairs, than that a Thief deſign- 
ing to ſteal a Horſe, ſhould endeayour to ſhun the Eyes of 
all the World but the Owner's, eſpecially if he was fully 
| perſwaded, that this Owner could catch him whenever he 
would, and infli& what Puniſhment upon him he pleas'd ? 
What Spiritual Darkneſs muſt ſurround Man, that ſhould 
be ſtark blind in his greateſt Concerns, and clear fighted 
only in Trifles ? When a _—_ ſhews Baſhfulneſs, and _

utmoſt Cowardice to the moſt impotent Wretch of his 
Fellow Creatures, is it not unconceivable he ſhould be- 


himſelf with gigantick Boldneſs and Impudence, to 

ront the Almighty Creator of Heaven and Earth? Yet 
ere is one thing more contradictory ſtill, which is, that 
at the ſame time he'll affect to be thought Brave as to Prin- 
_ ciple, and a Chriſtian as to Religion. e 


IT is the general Opinion, that the Shameleſs are the 
worſt of People; yet Shame, when ill plac'd, has often 
wrought worſe Effects than the Reverſe alone has ever been 
able to produce. When a Baſtard Infant is found dead, 
and tie Mother, lately deliver d without Witneſs, is not 
able to prove either that ſhe had made Proviſion for it, or 
during her Pregnancy, imparted the Secret to another be- 
ſides the Father, our Eng % Law, without any other Evi- 
dence, preſumes the Woman to have Mu:ther'd the Child. 
From whence it is evident the Legiſlators muſt have ſap- 
pos d, that ſome Women may have Crueity enough to 
commit the utmoſt unnatural Murder of all, and at the 
ſame time want Courage to bear Shame : But is there no 
Remedy againſt this prepoſterous Shame ? Is it impoſſible 
to imbue Youth with better Notions of it than are com- 
moaly received either by Example, or Inſtruct ion? 


WOMEN for the generality, are more Baſhful and 
reſerv'd than Men, and there are things that a Man of the 
firiteſi{Morals ſhall not ſcruple to do in!Publick, which yet 
would ſhock moſt Women, even after Proſtitution : From 
hence to imagine that Women are naturally more modeſt 
than Men, is a Miſtake; all the Difference between them, 
depends upon Cuſtom and Education; and I am much mi- 
ſtaken, if this great Power of Faſhions and Inſtruction 
does not point at a Remedy, that would be very ſervicea · 
ble againſt SEL ÞPOLLUTION, It is a Rule I know 
among the moſt prudent People, never to mention any 
thing concerning this Vice, to the Youth of either Sex, 
for Fear that either the Deſire after things forbidden, or 
elſe Curioſity it ſelf, might prompt the Pupils to what 
ping % they never might have thought on, had it not 

een for the too inſtructive Caution of their Teachers. But 
there are other Methods: The Inſtruction of Vouth I hint 
ar, ſhould commence from their Infancy. It Children

but with their Hankerchief, and that only upon very ur- 
gent Neceſſities ; ił likewiſe they ſaw every Body com- 
y with this Cuſtom, and it was counted abominable to 
uch them with their naked Hands, I can't fee why this 
might not be ſo ſhocking to them when grown up, as now 
the moſt guilty Denudations are to well bred People. 


I WOULD have the Reader refle& on the Matter 1 
treat of, which differs much from other Points of Mora- 
lity; for in handling other Topicks, a Man may italy 
ſay whatever he thinks any way advantageous. to his De- 
ſign ; and has nothing to hinder him from rallying toge- 
ther whatever he apprehends neceſſary, and propoſing hi 

Arguments in- their utmoſt Extent and Force, 'making 
them as plain as poſſible, and anſwering all ' Difficulties 


imaginable, But in arguing againſt Uncleanneſs, eſpe» 


cially this fort of it, which of all, as it is the moſt loath- 
ſome, the ſame Liberty is not to be taken, but a Man 
extremely confin'd, and is oblig'd to expreſs himſelf wi 
the utmoſt CircumſpeQion and Caution, for fear of in- 
trenching upon Modeſty ; which as 1-promis'd I would 
not be Guilty of doing, I ſhall all along with the greateſt 
ſtrĩctneſs obſerve, as knowing I ſhould be oblig'd to name 
ſome Things that might betray my Readers into the Re- 
membrance of what it is much better that they ſhould for 
ever forget, as they would not then be able to ſet ſuch a 
watchful Guard upon their Thoughts and Fancies, bur 
that ſome foul or filthy Deſires would in ſpight creep in; 
the leaſt Imagination only of which, would render them 
Odious in God's Sight, who ſeeth the Heart, and De- 
lights in none but thoſe who are pure and upright there: 
with which Apology, 18 it will be thought ſufficient 
for what Omiſlions and Obſcurity I have been guilty of, 
I conclude this Chapter.

Of the frightful CONSEQUENCES of 
SELF-POLLUTION.. 


WER AVING ſet forth the Heinouſneſs of this Sin 
nin the precedin 5 one might juſtly ima- 
gine, that the Impreffion which the Uglineſs 
of Incontinence and Uncleanneſs in general 
there repreſented muſt make, would not fo im · 
mediately wear out, as not to ſecure, for ſome ſmall time, 
the Imagination even of vicious Perſons againſt any flight 
Attacks of Unchaſtity; but there are Laſeivious People 
of ſuch corrupt Minds, that at no time excepted, they 
may be raisd to impure Thoughts by bare Words, with- 
out Coherence, and the Names of Parts, even when made 
uſe of in the Deſcription of Calamitous Caſes, and Nau- 
ſeous Diſeaſes : Therefore, as I ſhall be forcd to make 
uſe of ſome Expreſſions in this Chapter, which tho ſpoke 
with a Deſign the moſt remote Fom Obſcenity, may 
working by the reverſe, perhaps furniſh the Fancies o 
filly People with Matter of Impurity ; theiefore, I fay, 
beg of the Reader to ſtop here, and not to proceed any 
further, unleſs he has a Defire to be Chaſte, or at leaſt be 
apt to conſider whether he ought to have it or no. 


THE Aliflictions which may, and often do fall upon 
thoſe who are or have been guilty- ofethe ſinful PraQtice 
of SELr-POLLUTION, belong either to the Soul or the 
Body: 1 ſhall begin with. thoſe of the leaſt Concern. In 
the firſt Place, it manifeſtly hinders the Growth, both in 
Boys and Girls, and few of either Sex, that in their 
TJouth commit this Sin to exceſs for any conſiderable time,

come to that Robuſtneſs or Strength, which they 
would have arrived to without it. In Men as well as 
Boys, the firſt Attempt of it has often occaſion'd a Phy- 
moſir in ſome; and a Paraphymoſis in others; I ſhall not 
explain theſe Terms any further, let it ſuffice that they 
- are Accidents which are very painful and troubleſome, 
and may continue to be tormenting for ſome time, if nor 
bring on Ulcers and other worſe Symptoms; eſpecially if 


| _ manag'd by raw unskilful People, whom to employ, it is 


moſt commonly the Fate of young Men, who being con- 
ſeious of their Guilt, have not the Afſarance to addreſs 
themſelves to Men of Worth and Experience. Whoever 
- wants to know the Signification of thoſe Words, any Sur- 
geen will inform him. | 


IHE frequent Uſe of this POL ILIUVTTION; likewiſe 
cauſes Strangurie: 3 and other Diſorders of the 
Penis and Teftes, but e pecially Gonorrhea's, more diffi- 
cult to be Cur'd, than thoſe contracted from Women a- 
Qually labouring under foul Diſeaſes, When the Seminal 
Veſſels are firſt ſirain'd, and afterwards relax d, the Fer- 
ment in the Teftes is deſtroy d, and the Seed grown thin 
and wateriſh, comes away unelaborated, without any Pro- 
vocation ; this Diſtemper often proves fatal, even under 
the Hands of the moſt skilful. Theſe Gonorrhbea's are 
_ chiefly occaſion'd, ſays Etmnuller (a famous Phyſician) a 
damnata Maſtupratione, from that damnable StrLp-Por- 
LUTION 3 and as Dr. Baynard alſo confirms, (ſpeaking 
of this PraQice) by that curſed School-Wickedneſs of Ma- 
ſturbation (Res fæda dictu.) 


I N' ſome it has been the Cauſe of fainting Fits and 
Epilepſies; in others of Conſumptions; and many young 
Men, who were reg” and luſty before they gave them- ' 
ſelves over to this Vice, have been wore out by it, and 
by its robbing the Body of its balmy and vital Moiſture, 
without Cough or Spitting, dry and emaciated, ſent to 
their Graves. In others again, whom it has not kill'd, it 
has produc'd Nightly and exceſſive Seminal Emiſſions; a 
Weakneſs in the Penzs, and a Lofs of Erection, as if they 
had been Caſtrated. Many a young Gentleman (lays the 
ſame Dr. Baynard) has been for ever utterly undone by it: 
The Reaſon he gives for it, 1s, That uſed when young, 5

fo forces and weakens the tender Veſſels, that when. they 
come to Manhood, it renders tham ridiculqus to Women, 
becauſe In 4 Curſe half tanti to Caſtration; many 
of them not being able to touch a Woman, but ad primum 
labiorum contaqum ſemen emittunt, Ic.

boaſt of the Fruits of their Marriage Bed; for if by Na- 
ture s extraordinary Helps, they ſhould get any Children, 
which * not often, they are commonly weakly lit- 
tile ones, that either die ſoon, or become tender, ſickly 
People, always ailing and complaining ; a Miſery to them- 
| ſelves, a Diſhonour to human Race, and a Scandal to 
their Parents, ITT? | | | 


TH what Encouragement to Virtue therefore, ſays 
a certain Author, may young People behold in a Man at 
the Age of Fourſcore, with a Wife of the like Antiquity, 
both blsft with healthy bail Conftitutions, and freſh who 
ſome Countenances, with ſound Minds, and perfect Senſes, 
with act ius Limbs, and of chearful Tempers, preſid: 
over a healthful Progeny, perhaps to the third or _ 
Generation, and all theſe Bleſſmngs owing, under Provi- 
dence, to their Temperance and Continence ; when, if we 
turn our Eyes upon licentious Mafturbaters, we rap” fond 
them with meagre Jaws, and pals Looks, with feeble Hams, 
and Legs without Calves, their Generative Faculties wea» 
ken d, rf not deſtroy d in the prime of their Years © A Feſt

One thing I ſhall _ addreſſing my ſelf to 
young Women, who have any Eſteem for their Honour, 
and would keep their Reputation unſpotted, which is, 
that many of them who thus defile their Bodies, by being 
heedleſs, or perhaps more fill'd with impure Deſires than 

ſy deflower themſelves, and fooliſhly part 


be the fatal Cauſe whenever they marry, of endleſs Jealou- 


ſies and Family Quarrels, and make their Husbands ſuf. 


pect more than they have deſerv'd, wrongfully imagining, 
what many, who have already entred into that State, be- 
lieve, that there is but one Way by which Maids may 
forfeit their Virginity.

T HE next evil Conſequenees to be apprehended from 
SELF-POLLUTION, are all thoſe other Vices which it 
may lead the way to, and in time be the Oceaſion of: Let 
us once ſuppoſe, what ſome raw ignorant People imagine, 
that this is only a ſilly Practice, that there is no fuch great 
harm in it, and, if it be a Sin, it is at leaſt leſs criminal 
than Fornication. Let us, I Hay, ſuppoſe this, tho not 
grant it, and after that, ſeriouſly conſider what Effects 
this fooliſh Trick of Youth (as ſome favourably term it) 
is like to have on either Sex, and what Impreffion it muſt 
neceſſarily make on the Minds of thoſe, that have given 
themſelves over to it. | 


As we are conceiv'd in Sin, it is impoſſible but lufiful 
Deſires will now and then ariſe, eſpecially in young * 5 
8 ; ; 7 6 P Ee 
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ple that are in Health. By the Reluctaney which all in- 
nocent Perſons feel _ complying with them, it is ea» 
Aily to be diſcovered, that they are evil, and that the 
more violently they attack us, the more vigorouſly we 
ought to reſiſt them. While this Confli& betwixt Luſt 
and Chaſtity laſts, we are Proof againſt many Temptati- 
ons, and our Virtue remains triumphant. But when 
once we abandon our Guard, and allow thoſe wanton 
Thoughts the Liberty of roving and wandering where- 
e er they pleaſe, and looſe Fancy can lead them, we make 
the firſt ſiep to our Undoing; and our Chaſtity is always 
in Danger, es ſoon as our Dread and great Apprehenſion 
of loſing ir, is gone. We ought not to truſt to frail Rea - 
fon, becauſe it is no Match for our Inclinations, which 
are infinitely ſtronger. All carnal Temptations ought to 
be carefully ſhunned, if it be poſſible z but if met wit 
boldly defy'd ; for whoever admits of a Parley with Luſt, 
will be vanquiſh'd at laſt, and is already capitulating with 
the Enemy. Therefore for our Lives ought we to for- 
bear all Parley with the Fleſh, obſerving the different 
Rules the Scriptures give, between mortitying thoſe Sins 
the Devil would put us upon, and mortifying thoſe Luſts 
the Fleſh would tempt us to; the former is done by reſiſt- 
ing, re/ift the Devil, and he will flee from you. There, 
when a Man grows ſtout and conragious, Satan grows 
cowardly, but 1t is not ſo with the Buſineſs of the Fleſh; 
there our greateſt Safety is in flying z when we have to do 
with Satan, the Enemy is without us, but when we have 
to do with Luſt, the Enemy is within us. 


THE Devil may ſuggeſt to the Haughty and the Baſh- 
ful, that in SELr-PoiLuTioN they'll run no Hazard 
of their Reputation, and that no Body in the World 
ſhall know it but themſelves ; and to the Covetous, thar 
they ſhall loſe nothing by it; or elſe repreſent the Impu- - 
Nity of it to the Cautious and Fearful ; but he won't tell 
them that the All. ſeeing God muſt be a Witneſs to an AQ, 
which his Holineſs ſo much abominates, that the oreateſt

I HAVE in the foregoing Chapter ſpoke of ſome, who 
gave themſelves over to this, and yet were Proof againſt 
any other groſs Sin of Uneleanneſs, but it is not fo with 
all: Thoufands have been guilty of Adultery, as well as 

Fornication, who would never have yielded tothoſe Temp- 
' tations, which overcame them, if they had never been 
initiated in Laſciviouſneſs, and acquir'd. to themſelves a 
Habit of Imputity by SErr-PortrtoTroNn firſt. In. 
ſach,' not only the groſſer Crimes of Uncleanneſs I juſt 
now named, but likewiſe all others that may be occaſion-

I THE firſt Branch of Repentance, and the firſt Duty of 
the Polluted, is a Sorrow for what they have done; after 
this, it is very neceſſary that the Sinner ſhould examine 
himſelf, to know, what Principle it ariſes from; for 5 
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his Sorrow only proceeds from any Corporal AfliQtion; 
which this Sin already has brought upon him * 
Fear that it may do fo in time to come, it is not ſaving, 
unleſs the Sinner makes a further Progreſs, and improves 
the Almighty's Chaſliſements, to beget in him an unfeigr- 
ed Abhorrence of his paſt Tranſgreſſiong, Wherefore 
the principal Cauſe of his Grief muſt be the greatneſs of

II ſoffices not barely to fly Impurity, but they like- 
wiſe muſt ſhew forth their Repentance, by a Life of Mor- 
tification; and if it be a general Doctrine among Chri- 
ſtians, not to take Care of the Fleſh, but to moxtify the 
and to keep it under, and bring it into Subjection, 
none have more eaſon for the Obſervance of theſe In- 
junctions, than thoſe whom the Paſſions of the Fleſh have 
drawn into Sin. A love of Pleaſures and compliance with 
the Fleſh, are no where more nien blameable, than in 


duch as are guilty of Impurity. And it muſt alſo be
